CHINA 
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Why Quemoy 
Bombardment 
Failed

and L.M.C. transports from 
landing on the beuches. 

The only serious damage In- 
flicted on Quemoy and Little 
Quemoy resulted [rom the den- 
sity of the fire, which finally 
destroyed entire villages. 


Casualties 

The number of casualtles 
was however relatively small 
becouse the underground shel- 
ters of reinforced concrete and 
protected by sand bags stood 
up even to direct hits from 212 
millimetre shells, 

The shells which fell at 
rondom on metalled roads in 
the country: or at crossroads 
rarely caused any holdup to the 
Intense traMfc unless they scored 
a direct hit on a vehicle because 
special mobile teams filled in 
the craters almost as soon as 
they were made, 

About 60 per cent of the 
Nationalist vehicles irreparably 
dumaged were destroyed by 
drivers who were in too much 
of a hurry to leave the roads 
when they came under fire.
